A veiy bothersome Ore in the C. E. 


Walker block, Daniel street, on Mon- 
day night, made two separate alarms 
uecetsary and gave the tire department 
more trouble than any blaz-j has ocoa 
sioned them in quite a while. Before 
the flames were finally drowned out, 
the entire upper interior of the bmning 
bnildng had been practically gutted. 


The fire first broke out shortly after 


eight o'clock, in the tenement occupied 
by Mrs. Eliza Morse, on the seoond 
floor of the ell in the rear. Its origin 
is a mystery. Before it was discovered, 
it had gained considerable headway. 


The apparatus made a very speedy 


response to the alarm that was rnng in 
from Box 58, at the police station, and 
so6n had a number of streams con- 
verging on the block. Mrs. Morse was 
quite excited, and it was some time be- 
fore the firemen succeeded in convinc- 
ing her that it would not be necessary 
to move out all her furniture. 


Considering the progress tho fire had 


made before the first engine arrived, it 
was under control in a remarkably short 
time, bnt little more than a half hour 
elapsing between the alarm and the 
"all out" signal. 


As it proved subsequently, however, 


the flames were not all out. For a few 
minutes after midnight, Officers 
Hur- 


ley and Anderson spied a tongue of 
fl»me shooting up from the roof and 
they promptly put the key in Box 58 
again. 


Once more the department was quick- 


ly on the scene, but this time the lire 
was more stubborn than at its first out- 
break and for a fall hour several lines 
of hose were kept wet in the endeavor 
to drench the blazing woodwork, 


In this process, the goods of the 


fruit store on the street floor, the fit- 
tings in the quarters of the Shipfitters' 
Social club, aud the belongings of Mrs. 
Morse were thoroughly soaked. Com- 
pared with this, the damage caused by 
the fl\mes was not especially disastrous. 


Ouo of the best men in the depart 


ment, Driver Eugene 8. Hoyt of the 
Chemical, will ba laid up for quite a 
number of days from the effects of an 
accident which befell him during thia 
second out of tha apparatus. 
The 


Chemical was earliest to arrive, and 
Diiver Hoyt ran np into the building to 
reconnoiter 
the situation. 
While he 


was hurrying back down stairs, he 
sprained one of his ankles so badly 
that Dr. A. J. Lance, who was called to 
attend to it, found several of the liga 
ments torn in such a manner as to call 
for the most careful treatment, before 
Mr. Hoyt could be made comforable. 


Tho building WRH insmed for $2000,in 


the Granite State Fire Insurance oom 
pany, through W. E. Peirce & Co,, 
local tigents. Mr^. Morse had no in- 
surance. 
Much of her chamber furni 


tare was ruined, as well as other goods, 
but on Monday evening she was unable 
to estimate her loss. The approximate 
loss on building aud contents will f»l 
abort of $500. 
The roof was badly 


burned and much window glass was 
smashed. 


It is a rather peculiar fact thit the 


people in the club rooms, situated in 
the front of the block, had no knowl 
edge of the fire, at its flrat appearance, 
until the engines came rumbling np. 


The midnight work of tho firemen 


waa watched with interest by a large 
nnmbor of brightly gowned women ant 
sleekly groomed men, who wero on the 
way 'home from tho function at tho 
Portsmouth Yacht olnb. Many of them 
rnmainnd until tho laat spark and onr 
of smoke had disappeared.

Duiing the ages which rolled away, the 
•waters by erosion cut Through the de- 
vonian grit, leaving two parallel walls 
which rise about 5U feet. When civiliza- 
tion reached what is now Ohio, it found 
a swirling flood in this rock bound ravine. 
The faces of the cliffs were crowned with 
rare flowers and beautiful laurel gave its; 
fragrance to the zephyr and its delicate 
tints to the landscape. 


This is the beautiful spot that after- 


ward came to be called "Black Hand." In 
the early part of the last century the pro- 
moters and surveyors of the Ohio canal 
took advantage of the rock walled chan- 
nel to form a storage dam for that early 
civilizer. About midway down the canyon 
a sharp headland protruded into the riv- 
er. Here the first surveyors found, cut 
fti the face of the rock, a gigantic human 
hand. The carvings hud been filled with 
a black pigment, which Mill remains a 
mute monument of the forgotten race to 
•whom the carver belonged. Though na- 
ture had raised a stone for him, he carved 
not a line to tell who he was or why he 
-carved. 


Accounts of the size of the plack hamd 


differ. Old men say their parents saw it 
and that it was eight feet from the tip of 
the thumb to the tip of the little finger. 
Others say it was larger and some not so 
large. 


But the rock which bore the hand •was 


in the way of the-canal builder, and in 
1828 they drilled into the face of the elifl 
and blasted away the historic relic. Not 
content with that, they cut it into blocks, 
ruthlessly chiseling away the carvings and 
tracery, and with the blocks built a sus- 
taining wall, over'which'tow horses might 
walk while drawing -wealth into the west- 
ern world. The black hand on the rock's 
face lived only in the memory of its de- 
stroyers. 


When the Central Ohio" Railway com- 


pany in the early fifties "desired to pierce 
the garden spot of Ohio, they took advan- 
tage of the grades established by nature 
from Zanesville and followed the Licking 
river. When Black Hand was reached. 
the builders encountered a headland on 
the opposite side of the river correspond- 
ing to Black Hand rock nnd cut Sheer 
through it. So today the east bound tour- 
ist sees little of Black Hand.

The other legend—and one worthy of 


perpetuity—is born' of the geology and 
country and the trade conditions of the 
Aborigines.

of Black Hand is a great outcropping of 
chalcedony. The place is known now as 
Flint ridge, and tho flint, rare on this 
continent, was much valued by Indians 
and mound builders for making imple- 
ments of agriculture and war.

the inimical Sioux and Mondan work side 
by side in apparent peace, hither the 
tribes came np, the place being considered 
sneved to the giver of all good and per- 
fect gifts.

around Flint ridge rested the blessing of 
the great spirit, or that of the orb of day, 
the divinity worshiped by the moand 
builders. None of the tumult of war ia 
found within that spncr-.

ability. That man was Pericles. 
His 


ift in this direction was little less than 
divine. It enabled him to lift" the Athe- 
nians to heights of achievement above 
which the intellect has never reached. 
Hist was ability's golden age, for it then 
lad a patron who not only sought it, but 
discerned it. 


Washington possessed this heavenly 


endowment. At the risk of seeming pa- 
triotically partial we may say »hat he 
qnaled Pericles in his unerring percep- 
tion. In those years of ordeal from 1776 
to 17S5. anil again from 1789 to 1797. we 
never find Washington astray in his esti- 
mate of ability. He could choose men—a 
thing infinitely harder to do than to 
choose pictures or pianos, or potatoes— 
and in choosing them he was in very 
truth a father to his country. 


Ability's first handicap, therefore, is 


the rarity of capacity trained to discern 
it The absence of this capacity in the 
man who chooses men ruins great enter- 
prises every day. 
But the man who 


makes a botch of choosing men never 
dreams that the fault is his own. "There 
never was such a demand for ability as 
there is today." Say rather there never 
wns such a need of men capable of esti- 
mating ability.

This is ability's most mortifying handi- 
cap.

It simply has no use for it. There is the 
same natural antipathy between tncdi 
ocrity and ability that there is between 
truth and vested interests or between a 
dog aad n cat.

ocrity mariies the only child of the hea 
of the lirm. Ability is compelled to ere 
ate its own environment. This means a 
long obscurity of hunger and humiliation 
Think of Columbus, obliged to pass i 
decade in teaching that the earth i 
round before he could begin his life work 


There is one sweet that mediocrity nev 


er tastes. Soon or late ability comes by 
its own. Columbus climbs to the deck in 
the gray dawn, and his heart leaps at the 
cry of "Land!" If mediocrity he withou 
tragedies, it is also without ecstasies. 


Certainly, ability is too often n handi- 


cap. The only consolation we can sug- 
gest 5s thnt it hnrdicnps very, very few 
oC us.—New York Journal.

•pectedL by Pueblo Indians. 


Among the Pueblo Indians ol New Mex- 


ico and Aiizona there is a property right 
In eagles. Each clan claims ownership in 
several eagles' nests which may of may 
not be near the place where the clan 
lives. When the nests nre distant from 
the villages \vbere the Indians claiming 
them live, it has been found that the an- 
cestors of these Indians came in former 
years from the localities where the nests 
now are, and they point to the fact that 
these nests are theirs as proof that they 
also, by inheritance, own. the land round 
about them. 


Driven into new locations by maraud- 


ing Navajoes and Otes, these Pueblo In- 
dians have steadily contracted their oc- 
cupied territory, but they still visit the 
old nests, as tlicir forefathers visited 
them before the white man camo to Mex- 
ico. 
Some of the Pueblo Indians—the 


Zunis, for instance—keep eagles in cages, 
treating them as domestic fowl, but most 
of the tribes procure their eagles by tak- 
ing the young from the ancestral nests. 
Those Indians keep turkeys also, but 
neither turkeys nor eagles are kept for 
food. With the feathers of tbe birds the 
Indian decorates himself and his "prayer 
sticks" on occasions of religious cere- 
mony. The various tribes respect one an- 
othei's rights in certain nests and the 
birds which are hatched in them, and a 
heavy punishment is provided for an In- 
dian killing an eagle not his own. 


Sometimes the nests are 50 miles from 


where the tribe lives, but investigation 
always shows that tbe tribe lived once 
where the nest is. Generations vrituout

used to keep parrots as domestic birds, 
probably only for their feathers, which 
were used in decoration for religious serv- 
ice. 
These parrots they obtained by bar- 


ter with the Mexicans south of them. It 
is known that the Aztecs kept a variety 
of birds as domestic fowls and used them 
for food, as well as eating their eggs, 
but the Pueblo Indians seem to have kept 
their domestic birds for their feathtrs 
solely.—Chicago Chronicle.

Sympathetic Ink. 


Anybody may manufacture a good sym- 


pathetic ink for himself by adding a little 
gum nrnbic to a small quantity of chloiido 
of cobalt, the latter being obtainable 
from any donlor in chemicals. The mix- 
ture, when used with ink—a quill pen 
should bo employed—makes a pink script 
which disappears when dry, becomes 
green when hooted, disappears when cold 
and is pink again when dampened. 


An expedient even simpler when one 


wishes to contldc his secrets to paper nnd 
yet Uocp tUem is to use ordinary rice 
water instead of ink. It cannot be seen 
\\hen dry, but turns blue when iodine i? 
applied to it. If it be desired to make 
perfectly «uro of tho destruction of tin 
contents of tho letter after It hns beo> 
rend, the purpose may he accomplishes 
by writing it with a solution of iodide of 
stnrrh in writer. A few days Inter tho 
script will have disappeared.—Saturday 
Eveuiug Post.

Nearly All the Boston & Maine Care 


Have New Figures. 


About all the Boston i- Maine cars 


that pass through here now have new 
numbers upon them. 
The nnml-ers of 


the original Boston & Maine cars, that 
is, the now Western division, followed 
in nnmerten.1 order from 1 to 172, and 
at the time of thf> lease of the Eastern 
railroad in ISSi the Eastern division 
cars »?rn given numbers beginning 
with 164. nnd tbe Western division c>irs 
164 to 172 inclusive, were assigned 
numbers beyond those of the Bittern, 
or numbered 352 to 360. 


Bach new curs us were added were 


given still higher numbers, and when 
the Boston & Lowell was leased, as was 
the custom, its cars were given num- 
bers of a still higher order, and then 
when the Concord & Montreal was 
taken, to its equipment were alloted 
numbers even higher consecutive, irre- 
spective of class or size until it became 
a most heterogeneous list, the numbers 
running from 1 to 1086, but not includ- 
ing baggage or muil cars which were in 
another list. 


Then came tbe Fitchbnrg division, 


which made classification and renum- 
bering an urgent necessity in order 
that the car service department mighl 
obtain accurate reports of car mileage. 
For this purpose a classification was de 
cided upon -which was divided into ten 
classes of passenger coaches and num- 
bering from 1 to 1769, according to 
length, and including a class each, for 
parlor, vestibule, tourist, Old Orcbaid 
beach and observation cars, with re 
serve numbers in each series for future 
demands. 


There are five classes of combination 


cars, grouped according to length, anc 
numbered from 1,800 to 2,08}. The 
four classes of mail oars have numbers 
between 2,200 and 2,214 
The four 


classes of corubin^tion 
bagg>>ge anc 


mail cars are located within the series 
3,300 or 2,352, while full baggage oars 
are sub-divided into six classes accord- 
ing to length, and numbered frcim 2,500 
to 2,765.
